GENERAL  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT 


THIS  tenth  Annual  Report  of  The  Ro/al  Liverpool  United  Hospital  must 

inevitably  have  running  through  it  a  note  of  farewell.  Other  reports 

may  follow  as  the  years  go  by,  but  this  is  the  last  which  will  record 

activities  conducted  entirely  under  voluntary  management.  Ten  years 

ago  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the  newly  amalgamated  hospitals  sought 

to  correct  an  impression  of  youthfulness  with  the  reflection  that  it  took 

up  a  story  which  otherwise  would  have  been  told  in  four  separate  reports 

each  of  which  had  a  long  series  behind  it.  Of  this  tenth  Annual  Report 

it  need  only  be  said  that  it  is  also  the  one  hundred  and  ninety-ninth  of  the 

Hospital’s  oldest  Branch.  If,  contrary  to  custom,  but  excusably  on  a 

unique  occasion,  this  report  extends  its  view  beyond  its  allotted  year 

to  the  time  of  writing,  it  may  be  said  to  enter  the  territory  of  the  two 

hundredth  Annual  Report  of  the  Liverpool  Royal  Infirmary.  So  long  a 

backward  vista  cannot  be  contemplated  without  some  feeling  that  a  moment 

of  parting  is  indeed  at  hand.

It  has  been  a  time  of  farewell  in  another  sense.  Many  who  have 
served  the  Hospital  and  its  Branches  for  long  periods  have  left  us  or  are 
leaving.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Miss  Mary  Jones,  O.B.E.,  A.R.R.C., 
M.A.,  retired  from  the  post  of  Matron  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  after  a 
distinguished  career  not  only  in  her  own  hospital  but  also  in  the  councils 
of  the  nursing  profession.  At  the  end  of  the  year  she  was  followed  by 
her  successor,  Miss  L.  Poueits,  M.B.E.,  who  for  long  had  been  her  faithful 
lieutenant.  Miss  Jones  had  served  the  Royal  Infirmary  for  thirty-nine 
years,  Miss  Poueits  for  thirty-four  years.  Mr.  B.  Whalley  retired  from 
the  post  of  Pharmacist  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  after  fifty  years  and  his 
record  was  beaten  only  by  Mrs.  Hanks,  the  devoted  laundress  who 
reluctantly  left  the  Infirmary  after  fifty-eight  years.  At  the  Southern 
Hospital,  Mr.  Pierce  Hughes  has  relinquished  the  telephone  switchboard 
after  twenty-six  years’  service.  At  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Mr.  C.  Kelly 
has  retired  from  the  post  of  deputy  head  porter  at  the  end  of  thirty-four 
years,  and  Miss  E.  Beecroft  from  the  domestic  staff  after  a  total  of  thirty-five 
years  with  that  and  other  Branches  of  the  United  Hospital.  At  the  Stanley 
Hospital,  Miss  M.  J.  Hamer  has  retired  from  the  post  of  Assistant  Matron 
after  being  with  that  hospital  for  thirty-eight  years. 
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Among  those  whom  the  General  Committee  may  not  have  another 
opportunity  to  recognise  are  Mr.  Richard  Berryman,  head  porter  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary  and  a  well-known  figure  for  forty-four  years,  and  Mr. 
William  Rutter,  whose  twenty-nine  years  as  Superintendent  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  is  the  culmination  of  a  career  of  forty-three  years  in  voluntary 
hospital  administration,  during  which  he  became  known  and  respected 
by  his  colleagues  throughout  the  country.  To  all  of  these  the  General 
Committee  sends  its  good  wishes.  They  represent,  as  it  happens,  a 
cross-section  of  almost  every  variety  of  staff  engaged  in  hospital  work, 
and  with  the  gratitude  to  them  must  be  linked  the  thanks  of  the 
Hospital  to  all,  whether  members  of  the  nursing,  administrative, 
domestic  or  technical  staffs,  who  once  again  have  demonstrated  their 
devotion  to  duty. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  equally  the  object  of  the  Hospital’s 
appreciation  for  continued  service,  has  also  had  its  changes.  Since  the 
publication  of  the  last  Report,  Dr.  E.  L.  Rubin  and  Dr.  J.  A.  Ross  have 
joined  the  active  staff,  and  Mr.  Harman  Taylor,  Dr.  R.  W.  Gemmell, 
Professor  T.  P.  McMurray,  Mr.  J.  T.  Morrison  and  Mr.  G.  Gordon  Downie 
have  retired.  Professor  McMurray  was  the  University  of  Liverpool’s  first 
Professor  of  Orthopaedics,  and  maintained  Liverpool’s  great  name  in 
that  subject.  Mr.  Morrison  has  been  honoured  by  appointment  as  full¬ 
time  Dean  of  the  University’s  Medical  Faculty,  a  position  in  which  he 
succeeded  Professor  T.  B.  Davie,  at  one  time  Honorary  Pathologist  to  the 
United  Hospital  and  now  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Cape  Town. 
Retirements  after  the  close  of  the  year  were  those  of  Miss  Christine 
Hanson  and  Dr.  Wallace-Jones,  the  latter  a  pioneer  with  Professor  John 
Hay  in  Cardiology. 

The  General  Committee  has  also  had  its  own  particular  losses.  Mr. 
W.  R.  MacGregor,  though  happily  still  with  us,  gave  up  after  seven 
years  the  office  of  Honorary  Treasurer  which  he  had  accepted  originally 
as  an  emergency  appointment  for  a  few  months.  In  a  position  which 
called  for  adjudication  between  many  competing  claims,  he  justly  earned 
a  reputation  for  impartiality  and  sane  counsel.  The  death  of  Mrs.  O. 
Gunnell  deprived  the  Stanley  Hospital  of  a  very  active  friend,  and  the 
death  of  Mr.  S.  D.  Grundy  came  at  a  time  when  he  would  have  been  con¬ 
tinuing  in  association  with  the  Hospital  his  long  allegiance  to  the  Liverpool 
Convalescent  Institution  at  Woolton.  There  was  a  further  loss  which 
touched  all,  a  loss  shared  with  a  vast  community.  On  the  4th  February, 
1948,  Lord  Derby  died.

The  Seventeenth  Earl  of  Derby  was  the  United  Hospital’s  first 
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President.  He  was  not  new  to  hospital  work  in  Liverpool,  but  he  interested 
himself  in  the  affairs  of  the  United  Hospital  with  a  special  enthusiasm. 
At  its  first  Annual  General  Meeting,  he  stimulated  loyalty  to  the  new 
venture  in  a  way  peculiarly  his  own,  and  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  can 
bear  witness,  as  others  have  done  in  their  respective  spheres,  to  the 
manner  in  which  he  kept  himself  informed,  and  to  the  wisdom  of  which 
he  gave  so  readily.  He  was  not  a  President  in  name  only.  He  inspired 
affection,  but  he  also  inspired  the  respect  which  is  earned  by  one  whose 
interest  is  real.  It  was  typical  of  him  that  the  concluding  sentences  of  his 
memorable  speech  at  the  first  Annual  General  Meeting  were  an  appeal 
to  think  in  terms  of  the  future. 


That  indeed  is  still  advice  which  may  well  be  taken.  The  note  of 
farewell  is  appropriate,  but  alone  it  would  be  too  negative  a  sentiment. 
The  United  Hospital,  itself  a  gathering  of  strands  from  the  past,  and  merging, 
soon  into  a  new  shape,  is  nevertheless  a  continuing  whole.  It  has  been, 
and  will  remain,  a  part  of  a  great  service  to  the  community.  Its  four 
Branches  have  passed  through  many  vicissitudes,  not  least  in  the  ten  years 
of  amalgamation,  but  they  have  not  diverted  from  their  task,  and  need 

not  do  so  in  the  future. 


This  is  not  the  place  to  review  the  happenings  of  those  ten  years  of 
amalgamation.  The  record  has  been  made  year  by  year,  and  the  story

The  out-patient  figures  show  in  general  a  decrease,  which  may  perhaps 
be  a  matter  for  congratulation,  indicating  a  more  selective  use  of  the 
Hospital’s  services,  but  they  in  part,  and  certainly  the  In-patient  figures, 
reflect  the  dislocation  caused  to  the  Northern  and  Southern  Hospitals 
by  their  removal  from  their  own  buildings  during  the  war  years,  and 
the  beginnings  of  recovery  from  that  dislocation. 

The  Southern  Hospital  is  still  exiled  in  its  temporary  quarters  at 
Fazakerley,  though  the  prospects  for  its  return  to  Caryl  Street  may  now 
be  considered  a  little  more  hopeful.  It  has  suffered  particular  misfortune 
in  that  the  work  of  reconditioning  the  old  buildings  has  arisen  at  a  time 
when  the  country  as  a  whole  is  passing  through  an  economic  crisis.  It 
is  understandable  that  the  materials  and  labour  represented  by  an  estimated 
total  cost  of  over  £150,000  should  not  be  readily  available,  but  it  is  a  sad 
thought  that  the  Southern  Hospital  may  in  the  end  have  spent  over  ten 
years  away  from  its  home.  Capital  projects  of  all  kinds  in  other  Branches 
are  also  held  up.  It  cannot  yet  be  reported  that  work  has  begun  either  on 
the  Urological  Clinic  or  on  the  new  Pathology  Department  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  and  desirable  improvements  at  the  Stanley  Hospital  are  also 
having  to  wait  their  turn.  In  the  past  the  difficulty  of  the  voluntary 
hospital  was  finance.  Now  that  that  difficulty  is  eased  there  is  the  over¬ 
riding  difficulty  of  shortage. 

The  financial  difficulty  is  eased  in  the  sense  that  income  is  no  longer 
the  responsibility  of  voluntary  support  alone.  The  United  Hospital  is  in 
debt,  but  the  debt  will  be  covered  by  the  National  Health  Service  when 
the  appointed  day  arrives.  Naturally  enough,  voluntary  income  has 
fallen,  though  once  again  there  are  faithful  friends  to  be  thanked,  including 
the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council  and  the  London  and  Midland  and  Scottish 
Railway  Hospital  Fund,  and  an  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  donation  by 
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Mr.  J.  R.  Jones  of  the  proceeds  of  his  book  “  The  Welsh  Builder  on 
Merseyside,”  amounting  to  over  £400.  Nevertheless,  finance  is  still  a  heavy 
responsibility  of  management.  The  1947  deficit  of  £171,291  was  on  an 
expenditure  of  £406,821.  The  budget  for  the  year  1948  is  in  the  region 
of  £559,000.  In  1938  the  cost  of  running  the  United  Hospital  was  £156,000. 
It  cannot  be  denied  that  hospital  services  have  now  become  too  great  a 
charge  for  private  charity,  though  it  can  continue  to  make  its  contribution. 
Precisely  what  that  contribution  should  be  is  not  a  question  on  which 
advice  can  very  easily  be  given  at  the  present  time.  The  establishment 
of  the  James  N.  Irwin  Trust  for  the  welfare  of  the  student  nurses  of  the 
Stanley  Hospital  has  in  the  past  year  been  an  example  of  one  type  of 
activity  which  may  still  with  benefit  be  pursued  in  the  future. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  that  the  sombre  facts  of  finance  and 
shortages  have  induced  a  too  overpowering  sense  of  frustration.  Much 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  reorganization  of  the  system  of  medical 
records,  and  at  last  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  are  being  provided  with 
adequate  secretarial  assistance.  The  clinical  pathology  service  is  being 
improved  and  co-ordinated  under  the  guidance  of  the  Joint  Board  for 
Clinical  Pathology,  which  represents  both  teaching  hospitals  and  University. 
In  these  directions  the  Hospital  has  dealt  with  gaps  in  its  service  which 
have  for  many  years  been  a  reproach.  The  Nursing  Committee  has 
not  been  idle,  and  in  the  course  of  its  activities  has  produced  a  brochure 
for  the  information  of  potential  student  nurses  which  has  been  praised 
in  The  Lancet  for  its  evidence  of  an  enlightened  spirit  and  a  modern 
approach. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staffing  Committee  has  continued  to  give 
attention,  as  opportunity  offered,  to  the  better  deployment  of  the  medical 
staff,  having  regard  to  the  need  for  present  economy  of  personnel  and  the 
limitation  of  numbers  so  as  to  produce,  both  now  and  for  the  new  Teaching 
Hospital  Centre,  adequate  clinical  scope  for  the  teaching  staff.  Resulting 
from  its  decisions,  Dr.  Bamber  and  Mr.  Roaf  are  undertaking  duties  both 
at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Southern  Hospital,  Dr.  J.  A.  Ross  at  both  the 
Northern  and  Stanley  Hospitals,  and  Mr.  Hallam  at  both  the  Southern 
and  Stanley  Hospitals.  Mr.  Morrison’s  post  was  not  filled  on  his  retirement, 
and  the  Southern  Hospital  is  therefore  the  first  to*  experiment  with  a 
single  surgical  team  consisting  of  one  Honorary  Surgeon  and  two  Honorary 
Assistant  Surgeons. 

The  Planning  Committee  has  been  looking  even  further  ahead.  Its 
Interim  Report  has  now  been  issued,  giving  a  picture,  built  up  in  detail, 
of  a  proposed  Teaching  Hospital  Centre  for  Liverpool.  Working  in 
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contact  with  the  University’s  Development  Committee,  and  aided  by 
the  same  Planning  Consultants,  Messrs.  Holford  and  Shennan,  it  has  stated 
site  requirements  and  has  been  rewarded  by  the  announcement  that  the 
City  of  Liverpool  has  reserved  an  area  of  12413  acres  as  available  for 
joint  hospital  and  University  development.  This  area  is  bounded  by 
Erskine  Street  and  the  line  of  a  proposed  radial  road  which  is  to  follow 
Erskine  Street  part  way  and  then  curve  to  follow  Hall  Lane  ;  Mount 
Vernon  Street,  Minshull  Street,  Florist  Street,  Melville  Place  ;  Myrtle 
Street  to  the  corner  opposite  the  Philharmonic  Hall  ;  Hope  Street, 
Oxford  Street  ;  Mulberry  Street,  Mount  Pleasant  ;  Brownlow  Hill  to 
just  beyond  the  site  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  ;  and  the  line  of  a 
proposed  central  area  by-pass  road  from  that  point  to  Islington  Square 
and  Erskine  Street.  The  present  intention  is  that  about  half  will  be  used 
for  hospital  buildings  and  half  for  University  buildings.  The  Planning 
Committee  proposes  that  room  should  be  made  not  only  for  the  con¬ 
stituents  of  the  Teaching  Hospital,  but  also  for  various  hospitals  administered 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Both  the  “  designated  ”  teaching 
hospitals  and  the  Regional  Board  hospitals  will  be  used  for  teaching,  and 
the  fact  that  they  will  be  under  different  administrative  control  should 
not  be  a  barrier  to  their  location  in  physical  proximity  to  each  other,  so 
that  together  they  can  form  a  Teaching  Centre  worthy  of  Liverpool. 

Designation  of  the  teaching  hospitals  has  now  taken  place.  The 
United  Hospital  will  come  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Governors 
together  with  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital,  the  Women’s 
Hospital,  the  Maternity  Hospital,  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  the  St.  Paul’s 
Eye  Hospital,  the  Dental  Hospital,  and  the  Liverpool  Convalescent 
Institution.  The  inclusion  of  the  last  of  these  is  the  direct  result  of  the 
negotiations,  mentioned  a  year  ago,  whereby  the  United  Hospital  with 
the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  entered  into  working  arrangements 
with  the  Home  for  the  development  of  its  facilities  in  close  integration 
with  those  of  the  teaching  hospital.  A  similar  result  did  not  follow  the 
Hospital’s  negotiations  with  the  Radium  Institute,  which  in  spite  of  the 
Ministry’s  earlier  approval  has  not  been  designated.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  satisfactory  working  arrangements  may  still  be  evolved. 

Beginning  with  a  backward  look  and  a  note  of  farewell  to  the  past, 
this  Report  finds  itself  ending  with  a  forward  look  and  a  note  of  greeting 
to  the  future.  That  is  as  it  should  be.  The  future  is  unknown,  but  in 
some  degree  it  has  always  been  so.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  T.  Keeling 
as  Chairman  of  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board,  with  his  long 
experience  of  teaching  hospital  work,  was  an  encouragement,  and  among 
his  colleagues  are  Miss  Eills,  Miss  Mary  Jones,  Mr.  Rhodes,  Professor  Cohen, 
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Professor  Leyland  Robinson,  and  Mr.  Morrison,  who  have  been  associated 
with  us.  To  the  Board  of  Governors  we  may  hope  to  contribute  some 
who  will  be  able  to  form  a  link  between  present  and  future. 

The  General  Committee  cannot  allow  the  fact  of  Sir  Richard 
Armstrong’s  signature  on  their  behalf  at  the  foot  of  this  Report  to  preclude 
an  expression  of  their  great  pleasure  in  the  honour  of  knighthood  conferred 
upon  him  by  His  Majesty  the  King  in  recognition  of  his  long  service  to 
the  voluntary  hospital  movement.  In  that  personal  record  of  service 
the  venture  which  now  comes  to  a  close  must  appear  as  but  a  culminating 
episode.  It  is,  however,  an  episode  which  will  be  particularly  remembered, 
for  the  United  Hospital  is  a  page  of  history  which  has  been  largely  written 
by  the  man  who  throughout  has  been  its  Chairman.  To  that  office  he 
brought  the  special  qualifications  of  one  who  had  travelled  the  whole  way 
from  the  conception  of  the  idea  to  the  realization  of  the  fact.  It  would 
be  his  wish,  as  it  is  ours,  that  we  should  also  mention  his  closest  associate 
in  that  work,  Mr.  A.  V.  J.  Hinds,  Secretary  of  the  United  Hospital  since 
its  inception,  who  has  made  a  most  notable  contribution  not  only  to  all 
forms  of  voluntary  hospital  enterprise  in  Liverpool,  but  also  to  the  solution 
of  numerous  problems  in  the  widest  field  of  hospital  planning  and  admin- 
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istration. 

Many  more,  all  of  whose  names  cannot  be  set  out  here,  but  among 
whom  are  numbered  both  laymen  and  medical  men,  have  through  the 
years  played  their  various  parts.  They  have  laid  foundations  for  the 
further  development  of  the  hospital  services  of  Liverpool.

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MATRONS’  REPORTS. 


Liverpool  Royal  Infirmary. 

Fifty-one  candidates  entered  the  Preliminary  Training  School,  eight  of 
whom  left  for  various  reasons.  Thirty-three  completed  their  contract  of 
training,  and  left.  Five  are  taking  Part  One  Midwifery  training  in  Thornton 
Ward,  and  one  left  to  be  married.  One  left  for  reasons  of  ill  health.  The 
remainder  have  entered  for  Midwifery  training. 

In  February,  1947,  Miss  Jones  retired  after  thirty-eight  years  of  service 
in  this  Hospital,  for  twenty-two  of  which  she  was  Matron.  Miss  Jones  spent 
the  whole  of  her  professional  life  in  her  own  Training  School.  During  the 
time  as  Matron  she  was  President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  General  Nursing  Council  for  England  and  Wales,  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  of  Hospital  Matrons,  and 
Sector  Matron  of  North  West  Lancashire  during  the  war  years  1939-1946. 
Miss  Jones  holds  the  O.B.E.  (Military  Division),  A.R.R.C.,  and  she  has  the 
unique  honour  of  having  had  the  Honorary  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
conferred  upon  her  by  the  University  of  Liverpool.  In  the  words  of  Sir 
John  Shute,  Chairman  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  “  She  worked  most 
enthusiastically  for  her  great  profession,  and  her  departure  will  leave  a 
gap  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  to  which  she  has  brought  great  distinction.”  As 
one  who  worked  closely  with  her  for  many  years,  I  know  how  untiring  were 
Miss  Jones’  efforts,  and  how  much  she  did  in  so  many  ways  for  her  Training 
School. 

Sister  Egerton  became  Acting  Assistant  Matron.  She  was  replaced  by 
Sister  Jean  Preston,  who  was  Sister  temporarily  of  Ward  Twelve.  Sister 
Chew  resigned  as  Second  Home  Sister  to  take  an  Industrial  Nursing  appoint¬ 
ment.  She  was  replaced  by  Sister  Gavigan  who  returned  after  having  done 
nursing  abroad  and  who  replaced  Sister  Middleton  on  her  resignation  as 
Home  Sister.  Sister  Whitney,  who  returned  after  five  years,  was  appointed 
Second  Home  Sister.  Sister  Blackledge,  Ward  Eleven,  resigned  for  health 
reasons,  and  was  replaced  by  Sister  Robinson.  Sister  Bronwen  Jones,  Sister 
Mounsey  and  Sister  Taverner  all  resigned  on  account  of  their  impending 
marriages. 
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Miss  Lane,  D.N.,  London,  examined  in  our  own  Final  Examinations  and 
all  candidates  were  successful.  Thirty-two  passed  the  Preliminary  State 
Examination  and  twenty-three  passed  the  Final  State  Examination. 

The  Nurses’  Prize  Giving,  combined  with  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Linen  League,  took  place  on  26th  April,  1947.  This  is  always  a  very  happy 
function,  especially  for  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff.  Sir  John  Shute 
took  the  Chair  and  the  Lady  Mayoress  (Mrs.  Gregson),  who  was  accompanied 
by  the  Lord  Mayor,  generously  presented  the  medals  and  prizes. 

The  tournament  for  the  Walter  Harding  Tennis  Cup  for  Nurses  in 
Hospitals  in  Liverpool  and  District  re-commenced  this  summer,  and  our 
team  reached  the  Final,  but  were  beaten  by  the  team  of  the  Victoria  Central 
Hospital,  Wallasey.  Our  own  Inter-Ward  tournament  re-commenced  this 
summer,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  Nursing  and  Medical  Staffs. 

The  Annual  Meeting  and  Re-union  of  the  Nurses’  League,  which  was 
held  this  year  on  18th  October,  1947,  continues  to  give  great  pleasure  to  its 
members.  The  short  Service  in  the  Chapel  was  taken  by  the  Bishop  of 
Liverpool,  followed  by  an  enthusiastic  meeting  in  the  Lecture  Theatre. 
Tea  was  subsequently  served  in  the  Nurses’  Home.  The  Lady  Mayoress  and 
Sir  John  Shute  were  specially  invited  guests.

Liverpool  Stanley  Hospital . 

During  the  year  eleven  Students  entered  for  general  training,  attending 
the  Preliminary  Training  School  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  for  the  first  eight 
weeks.  Fourteen  Nurses  were  successful  in  passing  the  State  Final  Examina¬ 
tion  and  eight  Nurses  passed  the  State  Preliminary  Examination. 

To  enable  the  hospital  to  accommodate  an  increased  number  of  Nurses 
and  to  decrease  the  hours  of  duty,  a  house  in  Balliol  Road  was  purchased  by 
the  Committee  of  Management  and  has  been  attractively  converted  and 
comfortably  furnished.

The  Student  Nurses’  Association  has  been  very  active.  In  this  connection 
the  Ministry  of  Information  Film  Service  has  again  been  of  valuable  interest, 
the  films  chiefly  being  of  nursing  procedures  and  medical  topics.  The 
sailings  on  the  North  Wales  steamships  were  greatly  enjoyed  during  the 
summer  months. 

Mrs.  Gunnell’s  death  has  deprived  the  nursing  staff  of  a  staunch  and 
generous  friend  ;  she  bore  for  the  Student  Nurse  above  all  others  a  personal 
affection. 
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The  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  of  Liverpool  visited  the  hospital 
during  the  Christmas  season  and  the  hospital  was  also  honoured  by  a  visit 
from  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Liverpool. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  to  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  who 
have  helped  in  the  teaching  of  the  Student  Nurses.  Grateful  acknowledge¬ 
ment  is  also  made  for  the  unfailing  interest  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  have  shown  in  the  Nurses’  welfare  and  comfort  and  also  to  the 
Committee  and  members  of  the  Hospital  Ladies’  Linen  League  for  their 
valuable  help.

ALMONERS’  REPORT 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  during  the  last  year  much  of  the 
responsibility  for  routine  clerical  work  has  been  withdrawn  from  the 
Almoning  Departments,  leaving  more  time  for  medico-social  work.  The 
main  purpose  of  medico-social  work  is  the  removal  of  difficulties  which 
arise  during  the  course  of  an  illness,  including  the  solution  of  long-term 
problems  which  may  remain  when  the  acute  stage  of  an  illness  is  past,  and 
the  adjustment  of  social  environment  so  as  to  avoid  where  possible  the 
conditions  most  likely  to  cause  a  relapse.  A  boy  with  asthma  may  improve 
quickly  in  hospital,  remain  well  in  a  convalescent  home,  but  have  further 
attacks  when  he  returns  to  the  unsatisfactory  home  surroundings  which 
have  been  a  major  factor  in  his  initial  illness  ;  a  long-distance  lorry-driver 
may  have  his  gastric  ulcer  healed  in  hospital  but  suffer  a  recurrence  of  his 
symptoms  if  he  returns  to  long  hours  of  driving  with  hurried  and  irregular 
snack  meals  ;  a  man  with  arrested  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  on  returning 
to  an  overcrowded  and  ill-ventilated  house,  may  risk  not  only  his  own  health, 
but  also  that  of  his  family.  The  Almoner’s  task  in  circumstances  such  as  these 
is  to  do  what  she  can  to  help  to  readjust  the  social  setting. 

The  medical  staff  recognises  increasingly  the  contribution  of  social 
factors  to  disease,  and  this  has  been  demonstrated  during  the  past  year  by 
the  growing  demand  for  discussions  and  lectures  for  medical  students  on  the 
work  of  the  Departments.

Extract  from  the  Scheme  scheduled  to  the  Liverpool  United  Hospital  Act,  1937, 
relating  to  Governors  of  the  Hospital. 

“  1.  The  following  persons  shall  be  governors  of  the  Hospital  (in  this  scheme  referred 
to  as  “  governors  ”)  : — 


(a)  Every  person  who  immediately  before  the  appointed  day  was  a  governor 

or  trustee  for  life  of  any  of  the  existing  hospitals  shall  from  the 
appointed  day  be  a  governor  for  life  ; 

( b )  Every  person  who  immediately  before  the  appointed  day  was  by  virtue 

of  the  payment  of  a  subscription  a  governor  or  trustee  of  any  of  the 
existing  hospitals  shall  from  the  appointed  day  until  the  expiration 
of  fifteen  months  after  the  payment  of  his  last  subscription  be  a 
governor  ; 

(c)  Every  person  who  immediately  before  the  appointed  day  was  by  virtue 

of  the  holding  of  an  office  a  governor  or  trustee  of  any  of  the  existing 
hospitals  shall  from  the  appointed  day  be  a  governor  so  long  as  he 
holds  a  similar  office  under  the  Hospital  and  there  is  no  byelaw  of  the 
Hospital  in  force  prohibiting  officers  of  the  Hospital  acting  as 
governors ; 

( d )  Every  person  who  makes  a  donation  to  the  general  fund  of  the  Hospital 

of  £25  or  upwards  in  one  sum  shall  be  a  governor  for  life  ; 

(e)  Every  person  who  may  be  appointed  by  a  general  meeting  of  the 

governors  of  the  Hospital  to  be  a  governor  for  life  in  consideration 
of  extraordinary  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  or  to  any  of  the 
existing  hospitals  ; 

(f)  Every  person  who  is  an  annual  subscriber  to  the  Hospital  of  £2  2s.  or 

upwards  shall  be  a  governor  after  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  payment  of  the  first  such  subscription  so  long  as  such 
annual  subscription  shall  not  be  three  months  or  more  in  arrear  ; 

(g)  Every  person  nominated  a  governor  by  a  firm  or  corporation  which 

subscribes  annually  to  the  Hospital  £2  2s.  or  upwards  shall  be  a 
governor  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  payment  of 
the  first  such  subscription  so  long  as  such  annual  subscription  shall 
not  be  three  months  or  more  in  arrear.  Provided  that  no  such  firm 
or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  more  than  one  person  ; 

( h )  Every  officer  of  the  Hospital  who  is  entitled  under  the  byelaws  to  be  a 

governor  by  virtue  of  his  office  shall  be  a  governor  during  his 
continuance  in  that  office.” 


(Note. — The  extract  given  above  is  subject  to  elaboration  in  such  byelaws  as  the  General 
Committee  may  make  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  its  powers  under  the  Act.)
